AMMUNITION MANUFACTU REBS. 


The Latest Trust Formed for Monopoly 
Purposes—The Syndicate.

Boston, Mass., March 27.—W. B. Shaefer 
gives the following Information about the 
Arms and Cartridge Trust. He sayg the manu- 
facturers of ammunition have been buying up 
and crowding out the smaller companies, and 
with the exception of the American Buckle 
Company of New Haven they are controlling 
the entire sales of ammunition inthe United 


States. They are also making very large ship- 
ments to foreign countries, both for military, 
hunting and target purposes. These large 
manufacturers have formed asyndicate known 
as the ‘‘Ammunition Manufacturers’ Associ- 
ation,’’ having their headquarters in New 
York, with an appointed commissioner to look 
out for the welfare of the manufacturers of the 
syndicate as well as the various dealers hand- 
ling their goods. : 

The syndicate consists of the Winchester 
Repeating Arms Company, the Union Metallic 
Cartridge Company and the American Metallic 
Cartridge Company, all of which are working 
under an agreement. This association has 
standard schedule prices, binding the various 

n dealers to sell their goods at a fix rice. 
2 to make purchases 80 as to o n the 
lowest prices a gun dealer has to make such 
purchases of ammunition in large quantities 
80 as to satisfy the association that his trade 
is sufficiently large to carry him along in what 
is termed the ‘‘combination list.’’ hile the 
manufacture of rifles is confined to a halt 
dozen manufacturers, no syndicate to sustain 
prices has yet been formed. At the same time 
retailers are compelled to sell at stipula 
prices.

The Horner Loan Case. 


Judge Seddon to-day rendereda decision in 
the Patterson-Booth case, involving the loan

Pass, near the line divid- 
ing Arizona from New Mexico; that 
the United States mail agent had 
been fired at three times and the express 
robbed. I summoned a posse and at once 
pruceeded with arms and horses in a special 
car to the scene of the robbery, distant 
about 150 miles from Tucson. I secured the 
services of four celebrated Papago Indian 
trailers, which, with the others comprising 
the posse, consisted of Sheriff M. F. Shaw 
Deputy Sheriff G. A. Shibell, Deput United 
States Marshal W. Smith, Mr. G. Whort 
and myself. We arrived at the scene of the 
robbery soon after daylight the following 
morning. The trail was easily found and was 
so fresh that we anticipated no difficulty 
in following andcoming up with the robbers 
and their booty within a comparatively short 
distance. Accoutered as we were with simply 
arms and horses, and without blankets and 

rovisions, we started enthusiastically on the 
rail. Two days later Mr. Shaw and Mr. 
Wnort were compelied to return and two of 
the Indian trailers returned with them. We 
three, with the two other trailers, pushed on. 
The trail, which we at first supposed would be 
short, led over the most rugged mountains 
and through almost impenetrable passes. The 
robbers were well mounted and prepared for 
a long tramp, and as we encountered consider- 
able snow in the mountains and were without 
tood or biankets, our sufferings were in- 
tense. Still we kept on until we found a 
cabin, where we obtained a small supply of 
food, which temporarily appeased our ravish- 
ing appetites. At last we were —— me 
the town of Janos, having rapidly gaine 
n the robbers and discovering by the 
trail that they were occasionally walking and 
leading their horses. We at once abandoned 
the pursuit — 2 and went to Janos 
to report, that bein he tirst point where 
there was a Oustom-house, and this being 
the first opportun! offered us for pre- 
senting ourselves before an officer or official 
authority of Mexico. 

PLACED UNDER ARREST. 

Knowing the peculiar strictness of the Mex- 
loan authorities in this matter, we desired at 
once to place them in possession of all the 
evidence which we had obtained and then re- 
quest them to follow up the culprits, make the 
arrest and hold the prisoners for extradition; 
this being the course invariably pursued in 
such cases. With this view we reported at 
Janosto Lieut. Martinez, the commanding 
officer, stated all the facts, explained fully the 
object of our mission and the reasons 
which brought there armed and 
equipped, We notified him of 
our official rank, and as we were at once 
identified by several uaintances, he had 
no reason to doubt our Bflicial character. We 
offered to pay any duties, if any were re- 
quired, or give any bond that might be legally 
demanded. We requested that the pursuit of 
the robbers be at once resumed so that they 
— ip not escape, and I offered to pav any 
and allexpenses which might be incurred in 
the accomplishment of this purpose 
and we offered to go with them, if 
necessary, to render such assistance as 
might be required. In response to all this 
we were at once placed under arrest,our arms 
and horses taken from us and a strong guard 
placed overus. We were thus held for four- 
teen days and compelled to pay for our own 
subsistence at fexorbitant rates. All our et- 
forts to ascertain the cause of our arrest and 
the charges ugainst us were unavailing. We 
were told that we must remain under arrest 
until orders could be received from 
the city of Chihuahua, about 
hundred and sixty miles distant. We 
offered bonds for our release, put notwith- 
standing these offers and the indignation ex- 
pressed pay by the Mexican citizens at 
the outrageous treatment imposed upon us 
the Mexican officials, with Lieut. Martinez at 
their head, were utterally deaf tothe appeals 
to magnaminity or official or international 
courtesy. 

At the expiration of fourteen days we were 
discharged, as we understood, by orders from 
the ;Overnor, and then for the 
first time we were informed that our 
arrest was caused on account of our being an 
armed posse. We asked for our horses and 
arms and the request was denied. I then re- 

uested the authorities to give me a receipt 
or the property, as Ihad to account for it, 
and I desired a statement to the effect that we 
had been held as prisoners for fourteen days, 
accompanied by a statement of the charge, 
etc., to be used by me in explanation of 
my official conduct. Lieut. Martinez 
then informed me that if I 
would sign a statement which he had 

repared that he would give me the receipt 
or the property taken. As the statement 
he asked me to sign, set forth as a fact, that 
we had been kindly and oourteously treated 
while under arrest, and as such statement was 
void of even a semblance of truth I refused to 
sign it. Lieut. Martinez then refused to give 
me the desired receipt. Subsequently he at- 
tempted to bribe me to sign his statement by 
various promises, but I refused to become u 
party to any such transaction. We were then 
released without horses, transportation or 
arms, and we were compelled to make our 
way back as best we could.’’

A SCHEMING COUPLE. 


Leading Citizens of a New Jersey 
Bled by a Pretty Woman.

WROTE HIS OWN DEATH NOTICE. 


J. S. Redfield of Florence, N. J., Commits 
Suicide.

**DIED—In Florence, N, J., March J. & Red- 
field, in the 79th vear ot his age 0 — 

The date of death indicated in the notice 
shows that his plans had not worked as origi- 
inally intended and the deed was probably 
delayed because of the time it took to write 
all the letters he desired to leave for his 
friends- No cause is assigned for the deed, as 
he was not known to be in any financial strait,

CAPT. CHARLES N. BRACKETT. 


Death of the Noted Chief of the Govern- 


ment Secret Service. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disparct. 

New YORK, March 27.—Capt. Ohas. N. 
Brackett, the noted Chief of the Government 
Secret Service under the administrations of 
Presidents Grant, Hayes and Arthur, died at 
his residence, No. 344 West Fifteenth street, 
yesterday afternoon in the 56th year of his 
age, of bronchial pneumonia contracted 


through exposure to the great blizzard. He 
was a widower, and leavesa family of four 
grown sons. Capt. Brackett was 
one of the most noted detectives 
of his generation, and the history of the secret 
service shows that more smuggled goods 
were seized during his administration than 
atany other time before or after. He was 
born November 28, 1881, in the Seventh Ward, 
this city. His father was Newell Brackett, 
lately deceased, a well-to-do leather 
merchant, The young man met with business 
reverses and was thrown upon his own re- 
sources. He was appointed on the municipal 
police force, and was quickly promoted to 
the rank of Sergeant, and for meritorious 
service during tho draft riots’’ was made a 
Oaptain and given command of the Twenty- 
sixth Precinct. The office of Fire Marshal was 
created for his benefit, and he was the first 
man that held that Important position. Later 
he was given the position as Chief Special 
Agent of the Treasury Department secret 
service, with headquarters in this city. Oapt. 
Mrackett was also 8 a politician and organ 
ized the first United States Grant Club in New 
York City, forming it in the Seventh Ward 
when Gen. Grant was nominated for the Presi- 
dency. During the latter part of President 
Arthur’s administration he resigned from the 
secret service and formed a detective agency 
in Wall street, known as the Metropolitan De- 
tective Agency, of which he was the head at 
the time of his death,
